Blamed For Wars 


Says Dominions 
Dominate Both 
Britain and U.S.

WASHINGTON, March 15.— 
(CP)—Charges that the British 
dominions, “led mainly by Can- 
ada, were dominating both Lon- 
don and Washington by playing 
one against the other,” were in- 
cluded in a document filed in the 
United States congressional rec- 
ord today, accompanied by a 
declaration that the Ottawa ec- 
onomic agreements of 1932, were 
“largely responsible for the pres- 
ent war.” 

The declarations were included 
{n a contribution to a circular by 
Charles E. Dant, west coast lumber- 
man, who had been asked by lum- 
ber interests for his advice on post- 
war prospects for the industry. The 
circular was placed in the record 
without discussion by Senator 
Rufus C. Holman, Oregon Repub- 
lican, who said he had “profound 
respect for the opinion of Dant, 
president of Dant and Russell, Inc.

CONCORD, N.H., March 15.— 
(AP) — Willkie-minded candidates 
for delegates to the Republican na- 
tional convention clung to a major- 
ity of the seven delegates-at-large | 
seats early today as returns from 
yesterday's New Hampshire pri- 
mary—the first in the United States 
—neared the half-way mark. 

Of the seven top men in the 
19-man_ field, four candidates, 
while unpledged, favored the 
candidacy of the 1940 G.O.P, 
standard bearer, two were strict- 
ly unpledged and one was 
pledged to Governor Thomas E. 
Dewey of New York,

—(CP)—Provincial police here 
have arrested a man for question- 
ing in connection with the murder 
of two trappers near this northern 
British Columbia outpost and it 
was believed last night the man 
was being flown from the district 
to avoid a possible demonstration 
by residents. 

Posses had been organized 
earlier to search for the slayer 
of Eugene Bessmer, 33, and Hans 
Pfeuffer, 43, whose bullet-riddied 
bodies were frozen into slush ice 
on Finlay River, Their cabin had 
been looted. Furs, guns and sup- 
plies were missing. 

Police at Prince George, 200 miles 
south of Finlay Forks, had said 
snowshoe prints at the scene of the 
double murder had led them to 
believe the murderer was an In- 
dian. 

The brutal slayings occurred in 
the rugged mountain country of 
the north-central interior of British 
Columbia, Their cabin was three 
miles south of Deadman’s Creek, 


on the west bank of the Finlay 
River in the Rocky Mountain 
trench,

There can be no increase in the present 12 pints a month 
allowance of beer to citizens of Alberta, Hon. Solon E. Low, 
provincial treasurer, announced Wednesday afternoon. 


While it is not possible to in- * 
crease the allowance beyond the | 
present figure, it will be possible 
to insure that all permittees get | 
their allowance, the minister 
stated. 

Thus persons who were preveni- 
ed from getting their quota of beer | 
for March now will be able to| 
do so. 

He said conferences held between} 
Alberta Liquor Control Board of-| 
ficers and brewers have established 
the fact that the maximum output) 
of Alberta breweries this month 
will be 230,000 dozen pints of beer. 
Up to and including March 11, 
there have been 226,303 liquor per- 
mits issued in the province, Mr. 
Low continued, and more are being 
issued every day. Between March 1 
and March 11, 16,603 were issued. 

“Thus, the 230,000 dozen bottles 


in Beer 


will go to the 226,303 present per- 
mittees, and those who take out | 


permits between now and the end 
of the month,” he said. 


The brewers have hopes of an 
increased production for April, but 
at the outside, no more than 360,000 
dozen bottles will be available for 
that month. “By that time, it is) 
possible that 360,000 permits will 
have been issued,” the minister 
pointed out. 

The province's quota of beer for 
March before the Dominion lifted 
the sale restrictions had been 90,500 
dozen bottles, and the breweries 
have promised an extra 139,000 
dozen between now and the end of 
the month,

Parliament Rejects Peace Terms

HELSINKI, March 15.— 
The Finnish parliament was 
reported most reliably today 
to have approved a govern- 
ment proposal to reject the 
armistice terms which Russia 
offered to Finland. 

Premier Edwin Linkomies’ gov- 
ernment was represented author- 

itatively as seeing no chance 
whatever to negotiate with Rus- 
sia on the basis of the six-point 
peace proposal advanced by the 
Soviets. 

The government was said to have 
decided, therefore, to reject the 
terms. Parliament was in secret 
session 90 minutes today, and fully 
responsible sources said it ap- 
proved the government decision. 


LEAVES LITTLE HOPE 

Farlier advices said that any such 
action as that now reported to have 
taken place would leave virtually 
no hope for further armistice nego- 
tiations with Russia. 

The Russians are believed to 
expect a definite answer before 
midnight Saturday. After that, 
hostilities may be resumed on a 
full scale at any moment. 
Finland also is most apprehen- 
sive that the United States will 
break off diplomatic relations with 
her as soon as collapse of the Rus- 
so-Finnish peace talks is definite. 
There is reason to assume that 
these apprehensions are not un- 
founded.

REGINA, March 15.—(CP)— 
Natural Resources Minister W. F. 
Kerr told the Saskatchewan leg- 
islature yesterday “I indict the 
C.C.F. as an enemy of Canada 
and the Canadian people.” 

In speaking of the C.C.F. pro- 
gram, he said: “The suppression of 
parliamentary freedom is implicit 
in the socialist program. ... Let 
Saskatchewan and all Canada heed 
the warning.” 


OUTLAW OPPOSITION 

He claimed if the C.C.F. was in 
power in Canada all opposition 
parties would be outlawed and par- 
liament would be rendered power- 
less. 

The C.C.F. would not hesitate in 
going to any lengths to retain pow- 
er if it once obtained control of | 
the government. 

He said M. J, Coldwell, nation- 
al C.C.F. leader, had stated that 
socialists would need a genera- 
tion to put their planning into 
effect and G. D. H. Cole, an 
authority on socialism, had de- 
clared it was inconceivable that 
socialist and capitalist govern- 
ments should alternate in office, 
one undoing the work of the 
other, 

“The last letter I received from 
Dr. J. W. Dafoe, editor of the Win- 
nipeg Free Press, a few months be- 
fore his death, he referred to this 
dangerous feature of Socialist 
policy and told of a friend who had 
faced a C.C.F.’er with this argu- 
ment and who had received the 
reply: ‘We can afford to forego 
freedom for a while’.”

Mustering every plane in their Mediterranean arsenal 
from Spitfires to giant bombers, the Allied airmen sent 
1,400 tons of bombs crashing down on Cassino in a deluge 
unbroken from the moment the first wave went over until 
noon when the 5th Army’s ground troops moved into the 
shattered enemy positions which had held their advance in 
central Italy toward Rome for weeks. 


Another 1,400 tons of high ex- 
plosives and fragmentation bombs 
were dumped on Nazi gunners 
crouching in foxholes and trenches 
in the hills north and northeast of 
Cassino. 

“WIPED FROM EARTH”

He also disclosed that utiliz- 
ation of radio channels allotted to 
Canada is receiving careful atten- 
tion by the CBC, a reference which 
recalled past neglect of Canada in 
taking up radio wave channels

MOSCOW, March 15.—Gen. 
Rodion Y. Malinovsky’s army 
of the Ukraine carried a battle 
of annihilation against several 
trapped German divisions into 
the mop-up stage today, 
steadily increasing the Nazi 
losses now at more than 14,- 
000 men killed or captured. 

Field dispatches predicting 
early Soviet victory over the Ger- 
man divisions encircled north of 
Kherson said the stamping out of 
resistance in the pocket probably 
would make untenable the Nazi 
position at nearby Nikolaev, last 
major German-held Black sea 
port east of Odessa. 

Repeated German armored coun- 
ter-attacks failed to break the So- 
viet ring, and the fate of the divi- 
sions as well as of Nikolaev ap- 
peared in the balance. 


WILL COST HEAVILY 

Closely following the pattern of 
the encirclement and annihilation 
of 10 German division west of Cher- 
kasi last month, the new envelop- 
ment emphasized that Marshal 
Fritz von Mannstein’s insistence on 
trying to hold his lines in the 
Ukraine will cost him a heavy per- 
centage of his forces. 

Military observers doubted that 
the Nazi command would try to 
hold out at Nikolaev after the li- 
quidation of the pocket, since the 
city lies on the east bank of the 
Bug and its eastern approaches 
then will be broken.

Airplane Medical Service 
To Rural Areas Predicted

OTTAWA, March 15.—A new type of city hospital with a 
flat roof for helicopters and elevators to take incoming rural 


operating rooms is envisaged 


in that section of the national health survey dealing with 


The tabled report of the survey, 
which was conducted under the 
sponsorship of the Canadian medi- 
cal procurement and assignment 
board, predicts that the airplane 
should prove a valuable means of 
providing rural patients with 
urban hospital facilities. 

Mention is made in the report of 
the excellent system of aerial medi- 
cal services provided in parts of 
Australia, and the good results ob- 
tained there, it is stated, may pro- 
vide stimulus to other countries. 


DEVELOPED IN RUSSIA 

It is also known that Soviet Rus- 
sia has developed this system to 
the extent that doctors trained as 
parachutists are available for ser- 
vice in those isolated areas where 
the terrain makes airplane landings 
difficult. 

In emphasizing the importance of 
an airplane medical service to rural 
areas the committee points to these 
advantages: 

The airplane could be used to 
bring patients to hospital in the 
cities and, in some cases, it might 
be advantageous to fly doctors and 
nurses to a patient, 

In certain cases a consultant or 
specialist, if necessary accompan- 

ied by his whole surgical team, 
could be flown quickly to a rural 
district, 

Such services would be of great 
benefit to those areas where popu- 
lations are scattered, such as in 
Western Canada. 


FACILITIES INADEQUATE 
In a general summarization

(In Saskatchewan, the average 
distance between rural general hos- 
pitals is 34 miles and in Manitoba 
41 miles.) While it is conceded that 
most rural people are within rea- 
sonable distance of a hospital the 
report stressed the new concept of 
bringing the rural patient and mod- 
ern hospital care together. Under 
this plan hospitals would be used 
for emergency cases and systems 
of rural nursing instituted. 


It is suggested that services in 
rural hospitals could be improved 
by bringing the pathologist, the 
radiologist, the bio-chemist and 
other specialists into a system 
where they could give part time 
supervision to these hospitals. To 
accomplish this good roads or air 
transport would be necessary. 


Looking to the future the report 
States that the airplane will com- 
plete the revolution of making the 
public hospital conscious. Future 
efficient ambulance service for 
rural areas are foreshadowed by 
the development of the helicopter,

V.R. officers had been loaned for 
training in air arm duties—72 in 
all.

Some of the 72 who had joined 
the air arm directly had since ex- 
pressed a desire to transfer to the 
R.C.N, and some transfers had taken 
place. 

“Why is Canada not acquiring 
the two aircraft carriers we are 
manning for Great Britain?”

“The planes and 
pilots also are to be from Great 
Britain.”

The sugar administrators had re- 


ceived “the most loyal co-opera- 
tion” from sugar refineries in 
Canada.

financing. 

Mr. Abbott said he could not 
understand the view put forward 
by Hon. R. B. Hanson (P.C.-York- 
Sunbury) and Harry Jackman 
(P.C.-Toronto Rosedale) that com- 
mercial banks ¢ould meet the 
need when the official Progress- 
ive Conservative program called 
for a “central farm bank.” 

The type of business engaged in 
was the limiting factor in loans. 
There was no intention to limit it to 
the class of persons operating a 
business and hence there was no 
reason why co-operatives could not 
be given loans. 


AID FOR MINING 

The bank could assist mining en- 
terprises which were in production, 
but not prospectors. It would be im- 
practical for such an institution to 
finance prospecting. 

Answering those who said the 
bank's capital was too small, Mr. 
Abbott said the bank was not in- 
tended to finance all industry. It 
was only supplementary to exist- 
ing institutions and mainly design- 
ed for assisting smaller busi- 
nesses, Larger enterprises which 
could sell stock issues would be 
expected to continue. 

If the $100,000,000 were found in- 
adequate it was perfectly open to 
parliament to increase the capital, 
he said, 

There was nothing unusual in 
associating such a venture with a 
central bank, the Bank of Canada, 
said Mr, Abbott, Similar institu- 
tions had been created in the 
United States and Great Britain. 
The operation of the industrial 
bank would involve “no problem 
whatever” for the Bank of Canada 
so far as its function of controlling 
reserves of chartered banks was

NO COMPETITION 

It was impractical for the chart- 
ered banks to go in for long term 
lending because practically all 
their deposit and other liabilities | 
were of a short term or demand | 
nature.

Urge Civilian 
Use of Military 
Hospital Units 


By C. H. HIGGINBOTHAM

OTTAWA, March 15—A recom- 
mendation that more effort should 
be made in future in Canada to 
erect military hospital units 
such proximity that they can be 
used as wings of civilian hospitals 


in the post-war period is contain- 
ed in the report of a health sur- 
vey tabled in the house of com- 
mons by Defence Minister Rals- 
ton. 


No specific cases of military hos- 
pital construction are cited in the 
report, but it suggests that effort 
to erect these units as adjuncts to 
civilian hospitals should be greater 
than in the past. The recommenda- 
tion is believed to have been in- 
spired by such cases as the Win- 
nipeg Deer Lodge Military hos- 
pital, where, over the protests of 
the medical fraternity and others, 
a wing was constructed. There was 
strong criticism of this action at 
the time, the view being held that 
the logical long-range alternative 
was to construct an adjunct to the 
Winnipeg General hospital. 


INCREASE URGED 

The report, prepared by the Can- 
adian medical procurement and as- 
signment board, also recommends 
that civilian hospital accommoda- 
tion should be increased to meet 
growing demand. For this reason it 
is suggested that priorities for the 
purchase of necessary equipment 
and material should be reasonably 
high. 

Setting up in each province of 
council of hospitalization, to be 
representative of the public, the 
hospitals and the government and 
to be responsible for a fong- 
range plan of hospital construc- 
tion and development, is another 
recommendation. 


Other suggestions are the provis- 
ion for chronic and convalescent 
patients in less costly institutions 
than hospitals and the ultimate inte- 
gration of hospitals in any given 
area into a co-ordinated unit for 
provision of hospital care.

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The Proposed Park 


Judging from the tone of its most recent 
meeting, the city council as a whole does 
not appear to have yet appreciated the 
strong feeling of the Edmonton public with 
regard to the creation of a park in front of 
the Macdonald hotel. 

It is not enough to make certain insuf- 
ficient gestures and then sit back and wait 
for the Canadian National Railways to do 
something about it. In this highly necessary 
and admirable project the onus and initia- 
tive rest primarily with the city. Once the 
city takes a strong and constructive stand, 
it will be easy enough to come to a satis- 
factory arrangement with the C.N.R. 

In plain language, the present slum 
conditions adjacent to the hotel are a 
disgrace. It may be that some Edmonton 
citizens have grown used to them. Peo- 
ple can get used to anything. But to every 
visitor coming into the city, this squalor 
meeting his eye every time he enters or 
leaves the hotel is just an advertisement for 
Edmonton—and an exceedingly bad adver- 
tisement, 

It can make little difference to the 
C.N.R. whether its surroundings are 
squalid or not. Travellers will register 
there anyway. But it makes a great deal 
of difference to Edmonton people. They 
are the ones whose senses are offended by 
the ugly scené and whose civic morale is 
definitely lowered by the daily contempla- 
tion of it. 

The Macdonald Hotel is a very beauti- 
ful building. When the proposed addition 
is made, it will be one of the finest hotel 
structures in Canada. It is a definite asset 
to the people of Edmonton because it not 
only helps to make Edmonton a more pleas- 
ant place in which to live, but also sets a 
tone for further developments. 

That is why a park in this area, con- 
stituting a proper setting for the hotel, is 
so essential. That, too, is why the proposal 
made in the council meeting to erect an of- 
fice building or specialty shops in this block 
is completely out of tune with the need. 
Any new building in this place will block all 
beautification of the area for fifty years. 

All lots in this block, with the exception 
of the corner, belong to the city. It is re- 
ported that this corner was recently pur- 
chased by Mr. Walter S. Campbell and Mr. 
J. Frank McMillan for $35,000. It is rea- 
sc>able to assume that these public-spirited 
citizens would release that property, for 
park and beautification purposes, for the 
same price they paid for it. 

So far as the city is concerned, the small 
amount of taxes involved in the park pro- 
ject is of very little consequence. 

This is a proposal that is concerned in- 
timately with the welfare of every Edmon- 
ton citizen. What is done here will set the 
pace for beautification in every part of the 
city. 

It is a matter in which the city council 
must take the lead and act promptly and 
decisively.

Plugging the Leaks 


Prime Minister De Valera refused to 
close the German and Japanese legations 
at Dublin. He denied that these have been 
used as headquarters of an army of spies 
planted in Hire to keep Berlin and Tokyo 
posted on what the Allies are doing in 
Britain and Northern Ireland; and he 
promised to see that they were not so used 
in future. 

But London and Washington suspect 
that Mr. De Valera does not know what 
the Hitler and Tojo agents have been 
doing, and are by no means convinced that 
he could outwit those trained snoopers, 
however hard he might try. An embargo 
has accordingly been placed on travel 
across the Irish Sea, and the Hire borders 
are likely to be closed to trade. 

This of course will involve hardship on 
the people of Southern Ireland, who need 
markets in Britain for their farm and 
other products, and no less need foreign 
supplies of wheat, oil, machinery and 
many other things. 

That cannot be helped, The lives of 
countless numbers of Allied soldiers, and 
the success of the projected invasion of the 
continent, cannot be imperilled merely in 
order that De Valera may avoid stirring 
up resentment at the Axis capitals by 
clamping down on the official avenues 
through which information could be for- 
warded from Eire. 

Not less than others, the lives of 
800,000 men from southern Ireland who 
are serving in the British forces have to be 
safeguarded by plugging all possible leaks. 
The man primarily responsible for what- 
ever sufferings or inconveniences may fall 
upon the people of Eire is Adolf Hitler. 

Without questioning the sincerity of 
Mr, De Valera, the Allied leaders dare not 
trust the issues at stake to the chance that 
he could foresee and block all the plans 
devised by his official Axis guests for 
gaining and forwarding military informa- 
tion to their paymasters. 


A Call to Rebel 


With Russian armies only a hundred 
miles from the Czechoslovak border, the 
Government-in-exile has called on the peo- 
ple of the country to abandon individual 
acts of sabotage and start “mass action”. 

This is the first occasion on which the 
people of an occupied country have been 
urged by their absentee authority to rebel 
against the Axis power. The call would 
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hardly have been issued if there were rea- 
sons to suppose it would not arouse a wide 
response, for an abortive insurrection 
would invoke the Nazi wrath, Unless the 
Czechs and Slovaks act in mass, and in 
organized and directed effort, they can 
hardly accomplish more than bring a ter- 
rible punishment upon themselves. 

The effect of this appeal may give some 
inkling as to the measure of the response 
that can be counted on when the French, 
the Belgians, the Dutch, are given the 
word that the time has come to rise against 
their oppressors, How willing the peoples 
of the occupied countries are to help liber- 
ate themselves is as yet only a matter of 
surmise. It has been assumed that in all 
these countries the patriots greatly out- 
number the pro-Nazis. 

Whether that is so has been put to the 
test for the first time. What happens in 
Czechoslovakia will in degree indicate 
what reaction may be looked for elsewhere 
when the call to revolt is addressed to the 
peoples of the other overrun nations. 


Prime Minister Curtin says the De 
Valera Government appealed to him to 
intervene at Washington against the re- 
quest that the Axis legations in Hire be 
closed. That was a bad quarter in which to 
ask help in keeping open any official 
agencies through which information about 
Allied plans and preparations may be 
passed along to Berlin and Tokyo. Aus- 
tralia has lost too many men to be neutral 
on the question of plugging every leak 
through which information could reach 
the enemy.

Canadians are the richest people 
on the earth. Nowhere in all this 
wide world do so few possess so 
much, Our 12,000,000 people enjoy 
a heritage of vital and living re- 
sources that is almost impossible 
to catalogue. The character and the 
complementary nature of these re- 
sources provide an abundance of 
almost all the real necessities, con-

Today a chief justice in Canada 
receives $10,000 a year with no pro- 
vision for his survivors, while a 
judge in a comparable appointment 
in England gets $30,000 with $18,- 
750 pension after only 15 years; in 
Scotland, $18,000; in the Irish Free 
State, $15,000; in Northern Ireland, 
$20,000; in Australia, $13,000 to $15,- 
000; in New Zealand, $11,500; in 
South Africa, $13,750 to $16,250; and 
in a typical state of the United 
States $22,500. 

The result of this niggardly and 
incredible condition is that judges 
of 80 and 85 eontinue to function 
on the bench for the simple reason 
that they would be in actual want 
if they stepped down.

regulations it can not be helped. 
The Government has set a quota 
of 4% gallons of gasoline per car, 
per day, and we require 10 to 12 
gallons per car per day to keep our 


the taxi cab service in Edmonton is | 


It is more than shameful. It is 
highly dangerous. For there is no 
more vital and responsible job in 
public life than that of presiding 
over the courts, 

Our courts are among our proud- 
est possessions. We have taken 
tremendous pride in our judiciary 
because it is capable, faithful and 
incorruptible. 

What kind of a reward is it to 
these men who set such a high 
standard to be forced to remain in 
harness at an age when most valu- 
able public servants are enjoying 
leisure? 

And how long can we maintain 
these standards if the bench be- 
comes unattractive to the best 
legal minds—as it is rapidly be- 
coming today? 

As a matter of actual fact, it is 
difficult teday to persuade a cap- 
able. barrister to accept a judicial 
appointment. Unless the candidate 
has private means or has managed 
to save from a highly lucrative 
law practice, he finds it impossible 
to finance himself on this disgrace- 
ful and absurd rate of pay. Nor 
does he care to look forward to a 


fleet of taxi cabs going twenty-four 
hours. So under these conditions 
you will understand that we can 
not keep our whole fleet on the 
road twenty-four hours per day. 

We are under contract with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, North- 
ern Alberta Railway, Canadian Na- 
tional Railway, C.P. Airlines, and 
the Trans Canada Airlines, to meet 
their trains, and planes on arrival 
at Edmonton, and through having 
a contract with these firms we 
thought we would be entitled to a 
priority to get more gasoline than 
the ordinary taxi cab companies, 
so we made application to the pow- 
ers that be at Ottawa to get some 
concession, but they inform us that 
the taxi cab business is not essen- 
tial, and would not agree to give us 
a priority. 

Through having these contracts 
with the railw.y companies, and 
airlines we have to give them the 
preference of our service with the 
result that we can not supply the 
public with taxi cab service. Our 
records show that 80 per cent of 
our business since the new regula- 
tions came in are to and from the 
Railroad depots, the Airports, also 
the hotels, so you will understand 
the situation we are in, and we are 
just doing the best we can.

but under new gasoline restrictions 
we close at 12 o'clock unless some 
of the trains or planes happen to 
be late and our drivers stay on to 
meet them.

As a result, then, of our own 
penurious stupidity, we may ex- 
pect the standard of our judges to 
steadily decline. We may expect 
a retrogression throughout all the 
machinery of justice. 


Dependents 


Men in the class of the legal pro- 
fession from which our superior 
court judges must be recruited if 
we are to have an able judiciary, 
commonly make from $20,000 to 
$50,000 and more annually, in priv- 
ate practice, and live on a cor- 
responding scale. At the time they 
become judges they have usually 
just reached the upper levels of 
their earning power and are begin- 
ning to lay aside savings for the 
future. 
| When such a man becomes judge 
}of a superior court he must 
abandon all his outside sources of 
income and live on a salary, after 
tax deductions, of $5065 a year 
(assuming he is married but with- 
out children). If he is of such emi- 
nent talent and probity that he is 
appointed a chief justice, his salary 
will be the handsome sum of 
$5475. 

Unlike other government em- 
ployees, there is no provision made 
for his widow and children if he 
should die before them. If his 
health and mental endurance per- 
mit him to serve continuously for 
25 years, it is customary, but not 
mandatory, to grant him a pension 
of two-thirds of his salary if he de- 
sires to retire. 

When a lawyer of proved abilily 
consents to become a judge, he is 
expected to keep up a dignified 
and respectable standard of living, 
From approximately $400 a month, 
he must put away a minimum of 
$150 to assure his wife of a decent 
income if he should die. He must 
pay $50 or $60 a month in rent or 
taxes on his home. He has about 
$200 left to pay the light and gas 
bills, the coal dealer and the baker, 
the butcher and the grocer, the 
haberdasher and the milliner. 

This situation is quite definitely 
not good enough,

Road Grants are Discussed 
As Appropriations Passed 


Largest amount voted this session by the Legislature in 
committce of supply, the sum of $7,218,058 was passed Tues- 


day night, for five different g 


Of the seven millions, the 
largest vote, for $3,075,406, went 
to the department of public 
works, on income account. A fur- 
ther $1,977,030 went to the same 
department on capital account, 
while $1,333,595 went to the 
department of education; $827,281 
to the department of public 
health, and $4,746 to railways 
branch, department of railways 
and telephones. 


Included in the public works 
estimates is $1,054,910 for main 
highway construction, a increase of | 
$210,620 over the 1943-44 vote. 


DISCUSS ROAD GRANTS 


When a vote of $550,000 for dis- 
trict highways and local roads 
came under consideration, E. J. 
Martin (Ind,-Peace River) directed 
the attention of committee mem- 
bers to a return filed early in the 
session at the request of E. E. 
Roper (CCF-Edmonto) which dealt 
with road grants to municipal dis- 
tricts, over a three-year period. 

“No municipal district in my con- 
stituency received a dollar in road 
grants in the period,” Mr. Martin 
stated. 

He recalled the system used by 


the previous U.F.A. government, 

when the district engineer told 
people of the schedule of road | 
grants. 


The return to Mr. Roper dis- 
closed that there were 19 munici- 
pal districts that got road grants 
in the three-year period of over 
$7,000, the Peace River member 
stated. Some of them went up 
from $22,000 to $26,000, he added. 
“The largest were in ridings 
represented by members on the 

other side of the house,’ Mr. Mar- 
tin declared. 

In 32 municipal districts, 16 of 
which were represented by govern- 
ment supporters and the same 
number by opposition members, the 
grants were less than $2,000. Ten 
districts received nothing, the mem- 
ber stated. He said he could not 
agree that this was a fair practice. 
GRANTS MENTIONED 

Grants mentioned by Mr. Martin 
were $26,000 for Wainwright, $20,000 
for Minburn, and $20,000 for St. 
Paul. 

Hon. W. A. Fallow, minister of 
public works, in reply, said that 
grants had been made according to 
the applications received from} 
municipal districts. He said that last 
year, every grant asked for had 
been given, and that many munici- 
palities had not applied for road 
grants, 

“The present method is the fair- 
est and has met with approval 
where the municipal district has a 
real live secretary,’ the minister 
told members, 

(Mr. Martin is 
municipal district.) 

The Peace River member said 
that his district had made an ap- 

plication for a grant last year, and 
it had been refused. He said he 
could bring in documents to prove 
this statement, although he did 
not have them with him, 

The district had applied last year, 
and the year before, Mr. Martin

“I believe the application was 
made after the money had given 
out,” said Mr, Fallow. He added he 


should not be blamed if a municipal 
secretary did not turn in his appli- 
cation for a road grant in time. 
URGES IMPROVEMENTS 


Percy McKelvey (Ind, - Ponoka) 


urged that district roads be im- 
proved, especially because of 
heavier trucks now using them. On| 
the question of a grant, he said, 
“We dpplied for $4,000, and got 
$2,000. I am not quibbling over 
that.” 

Mr, Fallow was asked by J. J. 
Bowlen (L.-Calgary) whether it 


was the intention to improve the 
Calgary-Medicine Hat main high- 
way, now badly in need of hard 
surfacing. 

“| cannot answer at this stage,” 
the minister replied. He said that 
the oil controller informed the 
province that all the asphalt re- 
quired for road surfacing would 
be released, but the matter re- 
mained of getting the equipment 
necessary, and men for the work. 
The highway from Edmonton 
south is three years behind in im- 
provements due, Mr. Fallow said. 
The first section to be improved 
this year is from Calgary north, he 
added, saying that because of mili- 

tary traffic, some work would have 
to be done immediately. 

Mr. Fallow told committee mem- 
bers that it now seemed that pro- 
jects necessary adjacent to Edmon- 
ton, Calgary and Lethbridge would 
use all the men and equipment his 
department could obtain this year,

During discussion on the mo- 
tion, references were made by Mr. 
Page to suggestions of a four-year 
high school course for the prov- 
ince. Hon. Solon E. Low, minister 
of education, when he was speak- 
ing, declared that he believed Al- 
berta is not yet ready for a four- 
year course. 

Mr. Page, in moving his resolu- 
tion, said that when the revised 
course of studies was introduced 
into provincial schools’ program a 
few years ago, it was the intention 
to make it so flexible that students 
in the larger centres might exer- 
cise the widest choice in the selec- 
tion of their courses, and thus 
develop their capacities along the 
|lines where their aptitudes lie. 


CHOICE FOR STUDENTS 

He gave his opinion that students 
should be encouraged to select 
those studies in which they were 


most interested, in which they 
might exercise their greatest abili- 
and from which, therefore, 


vantages, 


The department of education 
has apparently changed its mind, 
Mr. Page continued. Now stu- 
dents in grade 10 were compelled 
in most schools to carry 24 
obligatory credits, thus restrict-

WORKS IN REVERSE 


“The trouble as I see it is that

He mentioned that it was com- 
mon knowledge that a grade 13 is 
under consideration, and that if 
this was done, the idea was evid- 
ently to make the courses for 
grades 10 and 11 practically uni- 
form for all students, and that op- 
tions would not be permitted until 
grade 12 was reached. 

Quoting provincial statistics, 
Mr. Page said that “wastage” in 
high schools is very serious, and 
that a large percentage of stu- 
dents would not be able, for 
financial reasons, to remain in 
school for grades 12 and 13, 

The result of this would be that 
many students, through the first 
two years of their high school life, 
would be forced to carry subjects 
in which they were not interested, 
or which they would be unable to 
master, Students would drop out 
of school disillusioned and discour- 
aged, and bearing the unjustified 
stigma of “failures.” Actually, Mr. 
Page said, the great majority of 
these young people are not failures 
} at all, but are simply the unwilling 
| victims of those educationalists who 
insist in feeding all students into 
the same hopper. 


QUOTES FROM PAPER 

He quoted from a paper, “The 
Selective Character of the Second- 
ary Schools in Edmonton,” in which 
students were divided into three 
groups, as follows: :(A) managerial, 
proprietor, professional; (B) cleri- 
cal, commercial, industrial and 
skilled labor; and (C) unskilled 
labor,

On the matter of school text 
books, he said surveys have indi- 
cated that the average life of 
high school texts in the province 
was 11 years. Texts dealing with 
science especially have to be 
changed as advances are made in 
the fields covered by the books, 

members were told. 

Mr. Low announced that the first 
of a new series of readers is sched- 
uled to be introduced into schools 
this year, and in regard to com- 
pulsory subjects, defended their 
place in the school curriculum, 

David A. Ure (SC-Red Deer), 
next speaker in the debate, told 

members that he agreed with Mr. 
Page’s remarks regarding elimina- 
tion of mathematics. 

MANY “HATE” ALGEBRA 

“Probably 65 per cent of boys 
and girls hate algebra, and prob- 
ably an even greater number hate 
geometry,” he said, This remark 
brought a vigorous nodding of 
heads from some 100 high school 
pupils sitting in the members’ gal- 
leries. 

Mr. Ure went on to say that while 
arithmetic was no doubt of import- 


ance on a course, geometry and 
algebra were two subjects that 
could well be dropped from the 


compulsory list. His second state- 
ment brought even more vigorous 
signs of approval from student 
listeners, 

Referring to texts now used in 
schools, the Red Deer member, 
who is a high school teacher, said 
students do not like to study 
English because of the type of 
text book the subject Is taken 
from. He added that even some 
teachers do not understand all 
parts of the English course. 
William Tomyn (S.C., Willing- 

don), objected to too much flexi- 
bility in the school curriculum, an 
the grounds that one offering too 
many optional subjects would 
prove to be impracticable in the 
rural schools, and would allow 
students to drop subjects which 
might prove of value to them 
later in life.

“Courses should, however, be 
made flexible enough to suit pres- 
ent economic and social needs,” the 
member stated, 

M@RE LEEWAY NEEDED 

Hon. A. J. Hooke, provincial sec- 
retary, the next speaker, said he 
was in agreement with the general 
spirit of the resolution. While 
much has been done towards giving 


options to students, there is need | 


for more leeway still in the mat- 
ter, he added. 

Even if today’s curriculum was 
made more flexible, it would not 
be possible for many students to 
take optional subjects, because 
many teachers either were not 
qualified to teach the subjects, or 
they did not have the time re- 
quired, 

This means attention must be 
given to training teachers, and 
guaranteeing them suitable sal- 
aries, said Mr. Hooke. 

A. V. Bourcier (S.C., Lae Ste. 
Anne), said that education should 
be primarily a matter of becoming 
a good citizen, and that if we are 
going to progress in the field, we 
must adopt a curriculum to edu- 


cate instead of merely to in- 
struct, 
Fred Anderson (S.C., Calgary), 


declared he could not emphasize 
too strongly that education should 
teach students how to enjoy liy- 
ing, not how to make money, 


INTOLERANCE BIG EVIL 
“Teach them the beauty of na- 
ture, tolerance and forebearance. 
The greatest evil in the world to- 
day is intolerance.” 
Gordon E. Taylor (S.C.-Drumhel- 


jler) said he was in accord with the 


resolution. One theme that should 
permeate the whole education sys- 
tem is that students should know 
themselves, he told the House. The 
Drumheller member advocated in- 
telligence and achievement tests 
for pupils from the time they en- 
tered school, so they would know 
what they can make a success of in 
life, He added that he would like to 
see a return to the 1937 curriculum 
system, when students, theoretical- 
ly at least, were at liberty to choose 
their own program, 

E. O. Duke (S.C,—Pincher 
Creek-Crow’s Nest) stated there 
was something to be said for com- 
pulsory subjects. Conquering 
tasks we do not like to do is 
what makes a man or woman in 
the end, he stated. 

C. I. Sayers (S.C.-Camrose) said 
he believed some specialized sub- 
jects should be taught in schools 
that would allow a boy or girl to 
take up a special line of work, 
while S. A. Berg (S.C.-Alexandra) 
told members that nothing should 
be taken from the schools’ curricu- 
lum that would have the effect of 
banning young persons from enter- 
ing university. Parents cannot take 
the responsibility of telling their 
children what profession they shall 
enter, he stated. 


‘House Debates 


Pension Fund 
For Teachers 


The Alberta teachers’ pension | 
fund came under discussion in the 
legislature Tuesday night, during 
consideration of a vote of $20,500 
in the 1944-45 estimates, the prov- 
ince’s contribution to the fund for 
the coming fiscal year, | 

The debate arose first over a vote | 
of $2,300 for aged teachers, when | 
Angus J. Morrison (Lab., Edson) 
called attention to members of a 
statement from the Social Credit 
side of the house to the effect that 
the old age pension should be $50 
a month, 

Nine teachers were to receive the | 
$2,300 allowance, said Mr. Morrison, | 
which meant cach would reccive 
$250 a year, an amount even less 
than the old age pension. 


SAID “RIDICULOUS” 

“Here are nine teachers who have 
given the best years of their life to | 
their work. The government gives 
them an allowance which is less 
than the old age pension. It is 
ridiculous,” the member declared. 

Hon. Solon E. Low, provincial 
treasurer, pointed out that the 
Pension for teachers who were in 
the teachers’ pension fund scheme 
was $25 a month. “We are trying 
to be consistent,” he said. 

J. J. Bowlen (L., Calgary) asked 
the government for information re- 
garding the position of the teach- 
ers’ pension fund. He was answer- 
ed by Hon. A, J. Hooke, provincial 
secretary, who said the fund was 
being built up, and some of it had 
been put into Victory bonds. At 
Jan, 1, the pension had been raised 
from $25 to $30 a month, he told 
members. 


PROTESTS DEDUCTION 

Gordon E. Taylor (S.C.-Drumhel- 
ler) declared it was wrong to take 
money from teacher substitutes for 
the teacher pension fund. He added 
that many teachers who are work- 
ing on special permits are required 
to pay into the fund. “We are tak- 
ing money off them illegally,” he 
suggested. 

(The teachers pay into the fund} 
on a basis pf three per cent of their 
salaries.) 

Agreeing with the statements 
made by Mr. Taylor, George Mac- 
Lachlan (Ind.-Pembina) said that 
many young women teachers paid 
into the fund, and did not expect 
to receive any benefits from it. 
The government had not forced 

the pension plan on teachers, Mr. 
Hooke stated. The teachers them-| 
selves had asked for such an ar- 
rangement, through their organiza- 
tion, 

Mayor Andrew 
Calgary) said the government 
should make arrangements to in- 
crease the teachers’ pension. 

It was suggested that the govern- 
ment grant to the fund should 
match teachers’ contributions, on a 
dollar-for-dollar basis. 


PLAN FILM LIBRARY 

When a vote of $3,000 for visual 
education came up for approval, it 
was explained by Mr. Low that it 
was intended to set up a film 
library, and help some boards to 
buy projectors for school use. 

Other votes in the education 
department estimates that were 
approved included $53,000 for 
examination expenses, a $2,000 de- 
cline from last year’s figure; 
$104,098 for the correspondence 
schocl branch, an increase of 
$9,478 from last year; $30,820 for 
free school texts, an increase of 
$22,366 over last year. Of this, 
$30,820, $25,000 is for new readers, 
which are to be distributed to all 
public schools in the province. 

Hugh John Macdonald, K.C. (L.- 
Edmonton) suggested the education 
department should make a survey 
into lighting conditions in the 
schools, during the discussion on 
educational estimates.
